About the 27th or 28th of 
March, two of the eunuchs of the palace 
were sayatortonaly deprived of their qneues, 
and such an occurrence taking place within 
the sacred precincts of the Forbidden City, 
naturally. increased the prevailing alarm. 
The druggist's shops were thronged by 
eager purchasers of cinnabar, which is an 
unfailing item in the prescriptions for 
charms to be worn about the person, and 
many Chinese were afraid to venture: out of 
doors, The ‘White Lily Society,” to 
which so many seditious movements have 
‘been aseribed, is generally believed to be 
connected with the present cause of alarm ; 
and foreigners have thus far not’ been 
conneoted with the matter in the current 
rumours.—N, C, D. News. : 

CHEFOO, 

A Chefoo, correspondent gseut us the fol- 
lowing extract from a letter dated March 
23rd, from the Rev, H, Corbett, a mission 
ary now employe the southern part of 
Shantung distributing charity among the 
famine sufferers. His: head-quarters are 
the district town of (himehi—The money 
that has just arrived has gladdened my 
heart, for it will enable me to alleviate the 
sufferings of many and algo to save life, 
Last week I found one family, which I had 
formerly known. The man was unable to 
tise from his couch; his whole body terribly 
swollen death seemed near at hand. His 
wife, formerly a large stout woman, was 
emaciated so that her relations would not 
have known her, ‘[hree children were 
orying for food. Some tea was given to 
the man, and rico which I had brought 
with me was cooked as speedily as possible. 
He ate four large bowls and pleaded for 
more, He is now able to walk about, and 
says he will soon be able to work on his 
farm,- Thig is only.one case among many 
I might mention, A man died from hunger 
in the village from which 1 am writing, last 
night, leaving a starving family, Daily I 
hear of deaths. from starvation, Many 
have committed suicide when they found 
thoy must starve, My plan has been to 
send reliable men to visit towns and villages 
and quistly inquire for those who are 
entirely destitute, get their names, and 
then send them word to como at an 
eppointed time to some centre; when 1 
distribute according t¢ the size of the 
family andneceasity. of the case, giving a 
gum sufficient to help them over the pre- 
pent month, Without some plan closely 
adhored to, I do nct see How any efficient 
ald could be renderéd by distribution, 
Many. have. come with dolefal stories, but 
whon I sent some dne. to ingilire [ found 
they wore nvt likely to starve; at least 
there were others imdre ueedyi -With the 
funds Just reveived; I will be able to enlarge 
the cirole and render aid more dr less over 
the greater part of Chimeh; I havo written 
to Mr Richard to despatch a messenger to

AN ROSTaTio VISION OF HEAVEN, 


BY EUGENE CROWELL, M.D. ‘ 

I will hora copy an extremely intoresting 
account of a trance, tho .eubjoct of it belng 
the Rev. William Tennent, of New Bruns- 
wiok, NJ. ° The occurrence took placo 
about the middle of the last century, andy 
the: account of. it was published in the 
Christian Library. All the conditions and 
charagteristics of the trance state are bore 
exemplified, and in addition to those is the 
remarkable loss and restoration of memory. 
The narrator says :— 

‘After a regular course of study in 
theology Mr Tennent was preparing for his 
examination by the presbytery as @ can- 
didate for the Gospel ministry. His intenss | 

tiun th, and brought 
on pain in hta breast. and a slight heotio. 
Ho aovn became emaciated, and at length 
was like, a living skeleton, Ais life-wae 
now threatened.” He was attended by a 
physician, a young. man who was attached 
to him by the atriotest and warmest friend- 
ship.

hope of life was left. In this situation his 
spirits failed him, and-he began to entertain 
doubts of his final happiness. He was con- 
versing one morning with bis brother in 
Latin, on the state of his soul, whon ho 
fainted and died away, After the uenal 
time he was laid out_ on a board, according 
to the common praotice of the country, and 
the nelghbourbood were ‘Invited to attend 
his faneral on the next day. In the evening: 
hia physician and f-iend returned from a 
ride into the country, and was afflicted 
beyond measure at. the news of his death, 
He could not. be ‘persuaded that it was 
certain, and on being told that ono of the 
persons who -had. assisted in laying out the 
body thought he bad observed a little 
tremor of the flash under the arm, althongh 
the body was cold and stiff, he endeavoured 
to ascertain the fact. Hoe first put his own 
handinto warm water to make it as sensible 
as poutle and thon felt under the arm, 
and at the heart, and affirmed that be felt 
en unusual warmth, though no one else 
could, Ho had the body restored to a 
warm, bed, and insisted that the people 
who had. been invited to the fanoral should 
be requested not to attend. To this the 
brother. objected: as absurd, the eyos beiny 
sink, the lips discoloured, and the whole 
body cold and stiff. However, the doctor 
finally prevailod, and all probable means 
were used to discover ymptony of return. 
jag life. But the third day arrived, and 
no hopes were entertained of success but 
by the doctor, who never left him night or 
day, The people were again invited, and 
assembled to attend the funeral, Tho 
doctor atill objected, and at last confined 
his requeat for dolay to one hour, then to 
half an hour, and finally to a quarter of an 
hour. Ho had discovered that the tongue 
was much swollen, and threatenod to orack, 
He was endeavouring to soften it by somo 
emolliont ointment, put upon it with » 
feather, whon. the brother oame in about 
the expiration of the last poriod, and min- 
taking what the doctor was doing for an 
‘attempt to feed’ him, manifested ‘some 
resontmont, and in a spirited tone said; 
‘Tt is shamoful to be feeding « corpse,’ and 
insisted with oatnestnens that the funeral 
should {mmedlately procsed. ."- 

“ At this critical and important moment 
the body, to the great alarm and astonish 
ment of all present opened its-eyes and gave 
a dreadful groan, and aunk again into ap- 
parent death. This pnt an end to all 
thoughts of burying him, and every effort 
was again employed in ‘hopes of bringing 
about a speody. resuscitation. In about an 
hour the oyes again opened, a heavy groan 
prooceded from the body, and again all 
appearance, of animation vanished. — In 
another hour life seemed to return with 
more power, and a complete revival took 
place, to the great joy of the family and 
friends, and to the no small astonishment 
aud conviction of very many, who had been 
uassoling the idea of restoring to fe a dead 

ody, 

«Mr Tennent continued in so weak and 
low a state for six weeks that great doubts 
were entertained of his final recovery. 
However, after that period he recovered 
much faster, but it was about twelve months 
before he was completely restored. After 
he was able.to walk the room, and to take 
notice of what passed around him, ona 
Sunday afternoon his sister, who had stay- 
ed from church to attend him, was reading 
in the Bible, when he took notioe of it, and 
asked her what sho had in ber hand, She 
answered that she was reading the Bible, Ho 
replied ; ‘ What is the Bible? Iknow not, 
what you mean,’ Thin affooted the sister so 
much that she burst into tears, and informed 
him that he was once well acquainted with 


it, On her reporting this to the brother H 


when he returned, Mr Tennent was found 
npon examination to'bo totatiy ignorant of 
every traasaction of his lifo previous to his 
sickness. He could not read a single word, 
neither did-he seem -to have any ides of 
what it meant As soon an he became 
capable of attention he waf tatight to read 
and write, as children até ubually taught, 
and afterwards began to learn the Latin 
langttage, under the tuition of hia brother, 
One day, ashe was reciting a lespon in 
Cornel us’ Nepos, he sttddenly started, 
clapped his hand to his head, as if some- 
thing had burt him, and madea pause, His 
brother asking him what was the matter, 
ho paid that he felt a sudden shock in his 
head, and it now seemed to him as if he 
bad read that book before. By degroes his 
recollection was restored, and he could 
speak the Latin as fluently an‘ before: his 
sickness, His themory ao dompletely re- 
vived that.he gained a perfect knowledge 
of the past transactions of his life, as if no 
difficulty had previously occurred. This 
event at the time made a considerable noise, 
and ‘afforded not oniy matter of serious 
pcontem plation to the devottt Christian, 
especially when connected with what fol- 
lows in this natration, btit furnished 5 
subject of deep investigation and learned 
inquiry to-the real philosopher and curious 
auatomist, 9"... - ‘ 

“The writer of these memoirs was great: 
ly interested by these’ untommon stents, 
and on a favourable oocasion éarneatly 
pressed Mr Tennent for a minute aciount 
of what bis views and apprebonolond ware 
while he lay inthis oxtmnordinary state. 
He discovered grast reluctance to onter late | 
any explanation of his -perceptions . and

SIR JOHN LUBBOCK ON ANTS. |. 


Tho guilence which, following Solomon's 
advioe and Sir John Lubbock’s reputation, 
went to the Royal last night to consider 
the ways of. the ant, was vast—every seat 
being filled, extra chairs too, and fine ladies 
sitting lowly on the steps—and thoy heard 
much that would, perhaps, have astonished 
Solomon, or the Persian sage, Shalish-herta,’ 
who told man not to be ‘conceited about 
his social. guporlority, but to ‘ observe the 
sovorcignty of the bee and the ant in their 
‘kind.” Sir John Lubbock hag been known 


‘to be devoting his attention to ants for the 


last three years, Ho has clover assistants 
in his little daughter and her governess, 
who watch the proceedings in the ant-room 
during the day and report progress if hoe 
has been absent, Living on a farm adjoin- 
ing. that of Charles Darwin ho has tho 
benefit of consultations with that great man 
(against whose high name some forger 
recently aimed a blow in Carlyle’s name, 
which Carlyle has denounced). | Sir John’s, 
story last night was most-extraordinary. 
He declared that though the ape ranks 
next to man in form, the ant- ranks next 
him in intellect, and if the ants should ever 
be able to make up by numbers for their 
deficiency of size thoy might be able to 
cope with man én nO Unequalterms, There 
‘ara seven hundred kuown specics of ants, 
of which thore are+tlirty in this country, 
and Sir John has based his researches on 
twenty species, which are now sharers of 
his hospitality, For a liberal, and a moral 
man, Siz. John doesnot. seem to observe 
rigid principles with these tiny creatures ; 
he sets somo_as slaves to others and on one 
occasion gave an ant-company of thirty so 
much to dritk that they were reduced to 
hopeless intoxication, On this last occasion 
the sober ants pitehed five of the inebriates 
into the nest to recover. But of a similar 
party “strangers” (jc, not belonging to 
thoir nest) the sober ants pitched twenty- 
five into the water, took five into the nest, 


but presently brought four of these out and | 


pitched thom into the water too. The 
ants know their comrades after long separa- 
tion. Sir John separated one from his 
nest for a year, then brought him back, and 
with him a“ stranger” of the samo species, 
marking them with paint for recognition. 
The ants treated the stranger nefuriously, 
but welcomed their long-lost brother, and 
wiped the paint off of him. Thoro is a 
little: yellow ant in Hngland which regularly 
raizos poultry; it. stores up through winter 
the eggs of aphides which, boing hatohod 
in spring, give them a good supply of ‘pro- 
visions. The differentiation of labor amon; 

them is remarkable, some being develope 

into soldiers, others of the same nest as 
laborers, and others as commissariat agents, 
Sir John found that two particular ants 
were invariably sent.out to bring in food 
placed at the door, and when thebe were 
removed by him, two others were appointed 
who came just as invariably, and so on 60 
often as the special officials were ‘removed, 
The ants keep 1 more various stock of 
animals for their provisions than English 
men do; and there are two tiny creatures-— 
an aphis and # beetle—elways found in their 
nests, but never eaten or used, apparently 
their cat and dog, Slavery prevails, and 
thelr igno Antislavery Society, But Sir 
John remarked tho evil: effects’ of the 
systext, The most determined slave holder 
is called ‘ Polyergus,” a queer misnomer, 
since the bloated ereature docsn't work at 
all’ By employing slaves. (which are very 
Diack) this big red ant has fost all ‘clover: 
nex, ill strength, and even his mandibles } 


he is perhaps the only animal-in-nature |. 


that cannot even feod himself, but wil! dle 
amid plonty unless Sir John sends in slayes 
every day to cram the food down hin throat.
